‘But the idee at the root of ths diferentahen goes back to 
tho fith ooutary betore Cant, to the tachungs of Hippocrates 
‘Who dasenbed the human body an compoued of the tour 
ements, ax, water, fire, and earth Corresponding to these 
‘ements, four mbstances were tobe found sn tha hing body.
